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Big Button Trim Phone with Adjustabie 3 Band Equaiizer 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


READ THIS FIRST 

We have designed your telephone to con- 
form to federal regulations and you can con- 
nect it to most telephone lines. However, 
each device you connect to the phone line 
draws power from it. This power draw is the 
device’s Ringer Equivalence Number, or 
REN. The REN is on the bottom of your 
phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or oth- 
er device on the line, add up all the RENs. If 
the total is more than five (or three in rural ar- 
eas) your phones might not ring. If the ringer 
operation is impaired, remove one of the de- 
vices from the line. 

If your phone causes problems on the phone 
line, the telephone company can disconnect 
your service. The phone company tries to 
notify you in advance. If advance notice is 
not practical, the telephone company notifies 
you as soon as possible and advises you of 
your right to file a complaint with the FCC. 

The phone company can also make changes 
to its lines, equipment, operations, or proce- 
dures that could affect the phone's operation. 
The phone company notifies you in advance, 
so you can take the necessary steps to pre- 
vent interruption of your phone service. 

FCC STATEMENT 

Your telephone complies with Part 68 of FCC 
Rules. You must, upon request, provide the 
FCC registration number and the REN to 
your telephone company. These numbers 
are on the bottom of your phone. 


Note: You must not connect your telephone 
to: 


• coin-operated systems 

• party-line systems 

• most electronic key phone systems

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OPERATION SETUP 

Assembling/Connecting Phone 

Plug the handset cord into the jacks on the 
handset and the base. Then plug one end of 
the supplied long telephone cord into the LINE 
jack on the bottom of the base. Plug the other 
end into a modular phone jack. 

Installing Batteries 

Your telephone requires four AAA batteries 
(not supplied) to power the equalizer. We rec- 
ommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. Fol- 
low these steps to install batteries. 

Cautions: 


1 . Use a flat blade screwdriver to press in 
the battery compartment tab and lift off 
the compartment cover. 

2. Place four AAA batteries in the battery 
compartment as indicated by the polarity 
symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When LOW BATT lights, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the tele- 
phone with batteries for a month or longer, re- 
move the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic parts. 


• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard, alkaline, 
or rechargeable), or rechargeable batter- 
ies of different capacities. 

• Do not open or mutilate batteries. 
Released electrolyte is corrosive, can 
cause damage to the eyes or skin, and 
can be toxic if swallowed. 

• Do not handle batteries with conducting 
materials such as rings, bracelets, and 
keys. The battery or conductor can over- 
heat and cause burns. 

• Do not attempt to recharge the batteries 
provided with or identified for use with 
this product. Batteries can leak corrosive 
electrolyte or explode. 

• Do not attempt to rejuvenate the batteries 
provided with or identified for use with 
this product by heating them. Sudden 
release of the battery electrolyte can 
occur, causing burns or irritation to eyes 
or skin. 


Connecting An Optional AC 
Adapter 

Your telephone operates from telephone line 
power. However the EQ function requires bat- 
tery or AC power to operate. Therefore, you 
may need to use AC power for EQ function in 
case of low battery power. 

You can power the phone using an 9V, 200 
mA AC adapter and a size M Adaptaplug™ 
adapter (neither supplied). Both are available 
at your local RadioShack store. 

Cautions: 


•You must use a Class 2 power 
source that supplies 9V DC and 
delivers at least 200 mA. Its 
center tip must be set to positive and its 
plug must fit the phone’s DC 9V jack. 
Using an adapter that does not meet 
these specifications could damage the 
phone or the adapter. 


• Always connect the AC adapter to the 
telephone before you connect it to AC 
power. When you finish, disconnect the 
adapter from AC power before you dis- 
connect it from the telephone. 
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Plug the barrel plug of the 9V 200 mA AC 
adapter into the DC 9V jack at the rear of the 
base unit. 

Plug the other end of the AC adapter Into an 
AC outlet. 

Mounting the Phone 

You can place the phone on a desk or mount 
It on a wall plate or directly on a wall. 

On a Wall Plate 


I.Use the supplied 
short modular cord to 
connect the phone to 
the wall plate modular 
jack. 


2. Line up the keyhole 
slots on the bottom of 
the base with the 
studs on the wall 
plate, then slide the phone down until it is 
secure. 



3. Lift up the handset holder 
and rotate It 180° until It 
clicks Into place and Its 
tabbed edge faces up. 



Directly On a Wall 

1. Drill two holes 3^^/ie Inches apart, as 
shown, and thread a screw through each 
hole, letting the head extend Vs inch from 
the wall. 

2. Use the supplied long modular cord to 
connect the phone to a nearby modular 
jack. 


3. Line up the keyhole 
slots on the phone 
with the screws In 
the wall, then slide 
the phone down 
until It Is secure. 

4. Lift up the handset 
holder and rotate It 
180° until It clicks 
into place and its 
tabbed edge faces 
up. 



Note: The USOC number of the jack to be in- 
stalled Is RJ1 1C (RJ1 1 W for a wall plate jack). 

USING THE PHONE 

Set RINGER to ON to sound the ringer or 
OFF to turn off the ringer. You can still make 
calls with the ringer off. 



Set TONE/PULSE on the handset to T or P to 
match the type of service you have. 



Set VOLUME on the handset to LO or HI to 
adjust the handset volume to the desired lev- 
el. You can switch to the middle position for 
medium volume. 
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Press REDIAL to dial the last number dialed. 

Use FLASH to perform the switchhook opera- 
tion for special services, such as Call Waiting. 

Notes: 

• If you do not have special phone ser- 
vices, pressing FLASH might disconnect 
the current call. 

• The redial memory does net store a 
FLASH entry or any digits entered befcre 
ycu press FLASH. 

Tc talk to someone else in the room without 
the person on the other end of the phone line 
hearing your conversation, press PRIVACY. 

When the line is engaged, press RESET and 
redial the number when yeu hear a dial tcne. 
Pressing RESET is equivalent te pressing and 
releasing the switchhook on the base. 

Press EQ on the base tc activate the equaliz- 
er. EQUALIZER lights. Lift open the equalizer 
ccntrols cover and adjust the controls for the 
scund you want. When you finish, press EQ 
again to deactivate the equalizer. EQUALIZ- 
ER turns off. 

Adjust the 3-band equalizer to boost the 
scund of three frequency ranges (600Hz, 1.2 
kHz and 2.4 kHz) te compensate fcr the ear's 
limited sensitivity in these ranges. Slide the 
bands towards + to increase and towards - to 
decrease the sound within each range. 

CARE 

Tc enjoy your Trim Phone for a long time: 

• Keep the telephone dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the telephone cniy in nor- 
mal temperature environments. 



• Handle the telephone gently and care- 
fully. Dc net drcp it. 

• Keep the telephcne away frcm dust and 
dirt. 

• Wipe the telephcne with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it Icoking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the telephone's 
internal compenents can cause a malfunction 
and invalidate its warranty. If yeur telephone 
is not performing as it should, take it tc your 
local RadioShack store fcr assistance. If the 
trcuble is affecting the telephcne lines, the 
phone company can ask you to disconnect 
yeur telephone until you have rescived the 
problem.
